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FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (Part 2) (First Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards after the draft 
finalized by the Fluid Power Systems Sectional Committee had been approved by the Production and General 
Engineering Division Council. 


This standard covers elbow bodies made from bar stock only. The elbow bodies made from forging are covered in 
IS 9387 (Part 1) ‘Taper male stud elbow body for oil-hydraulic couplings — Specification : Part 1 Made from 
forgings’. 


This standard was first published in 1979. This revision has been taken up to keep pace with the latest technological 
development. In this revision following major changes have been made: 


a) Material specification, 
b) Surface protection requirement to as per latest international practice, and 
c) Dimensions as per ISO 8434. 


In the preparation of this standard, considerable assistance has been derived from the following standards:

‘Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised) '. The number of significant places retained in the rounded off 
value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


This standard specifies the dimensions, material and 
other requirements for taper male stud elbow body 
made from bar stock for use in oil-hydraulic systems.

3 DIMENSIONS 


Dimensions shall be as given in Table 1. 


4 MATERIAL 


Steel of grade E250, Quality A or B conforming to 
IS 2062 or any other steel as agreed to between the 
user and the manufacturer. 


5 SURFACE PROTECTION 


Elbow bodies are to be zinc plated as per 
IS 1367 (Part 11), unless otherwise agreed to between 
the user and the manufacturer. 


6 GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


These elbow bodies are intended for assembly in 
accordance with Type A of IS 9411. 


For details not covered in this standard, reference shall 
be made to IS 8805. 


7 DESIGNATION 


A taper male stud elbow body of light series L for 
outside diameter of tube 6 mm and conforming to this 
standard shall be designated as: 


Stud Elbow Body L6 IS 9387 (Part 2)
